EN BODM FOR THE MINES. 

During llio moulh of Mnroh wo shall bo 
losing a great portion '1 r lluutinjr, popula- 
tion who will talco whig iur Lie mined early 
this season to be in readiness lor work when 
the slate of the cteeks will admit of it. Mnch 
ii expected from the improvements in iho 
machinery and appliances for working lha 
mines. Much also may bo exrmctod, from 
the formation of companies for carrjiug on 
mining operations, who will be ablo to effect 
far more in tho limited season during which 
work can be comfortably carried on In lh« 
Dorthcti; mining districts. Already are the 
rival routes commencing to boa>-t of thtir 
diflerent advantages, which are really but 
of small importance now complete is both 
routes ate compered with tho meagro 
facilities that were offered for travel- 
lers two years ago. Now, from the improve- 
ments that have bean made along the whole 
route, tho trip to Williams Creek can be un- 
dertaken as a pleasure trip. The houses 
along the road have been impr»ved even oiuco 
last year, and auy one who can walk or ride 
can get up to Cariboo this year with tho 
greatest ease. But it is not every ono who 
can get employment whon h» gets there. As 
machinery becomes moro generally mod no 
doubt there will bo some room for others than 
the hardy miner, but at present he who can- 
aot manage the pick and shovel with ease and 
comfort to himself had better not undertake 
the journey to the mines. Thero is of eourse 
•orae work for men wko aro not practical 
miners, but ns a rulo we cannot coneeivo that 
any place can be a worse school for those 
young men, who are to be found in Victoria 
ns well as in mast other corners of the earth, 
who fancy that their hsads can support them 
without tho assistance of their hands, wher- 
•var they may be, and that, without tha exer- 
cise o( onergy or application. The mine* 
are a hard trial to such men, and the chances 
aro that going up to Cariboo with small 
means, all who cannot raisa their hand?, 
and who ore not ready with a hearty good- 
will to turn to any employment that offers 
either on the road or at the mines, will sig- 
nally fail in their achievements this year, as 
some have every year since Ihl first discov- 
ery of gold on the Fraser. 

Far better would it be for those who have 
not either a claim to go to or a prospect of 
regular work in claims belonging to other 
persona, or a thorough dependence upon their 
own strength of arm and indomitahlo will 
and perseverance, to settle down at some 
regular employment for the summer in the 
agricultural or mineral districts of thid Col- 
ony, although at o moderate rate ol remuuera 
tion, Mntil they become a little accustomed to 
roughing it, and so more fitted to undergo 
the hard labor of tho diggings. 
"We would not for , one moment dis- 
courage the hardy minirs from trying the 
upper country once more ; indeed, the pros- 
pects seem very muoh belter lor this clas» 
of men this year than they have bcon hereto- 
fore, and those who can sland the season's 
labor will in all probability huve just ub reg- 
ular work as duriug lha last seaion, with 
pay as high and perhaps somewhat steadier, 
whilst provisions will in all probability be 
considerably lower. ,j tie miner were able 
to savo a dollar a day during the whole sum- 
mer season in provisioas, it would make a 
comlorlable addition to his savings. Tho 
journey up and down too will cost less than 
heretoloro, as the roads are improved the 
traveller, whether on horse or foot, will make 
better time, and with an additional nurabor 
of houses and consequent competition added 
to a reduction in the cost of provisions, meals 
at roadside houses must bscomc cheaper. It 
doss not seem, however, to be anticipated 
that there will be iho slightest decrease in 
the price of labor. Until the minisg popu- 
lation becomes very much larger thoro is not 
the slightest prospect of its bainy materially 
reduced, nor ; s it by any moans desirablsj that 
it should. It is much belter for the trader 
and the general prosperity of tho colony that 
the working men should hava remunerative 
wages, thoy will do far more towards distrib- 
uting and circulating the gold thou will the 
large mining capitalists. 

THE WATER WORKS. 

At this, the closing period of the Session, 
wa have crowded under the notice urine Le- 
gislature, throo bills of considerable import- 
ance lo our city. As a public measure, the 
importanceof the Incorporation Act cannot be 
for one moment doubted ; then we hsvp tho 
Telegraph Act, in favor of which wo presume 
an effort will bo mado to waivo tho Btauding 
order; and lastly, we have tho Bill for sup- 
plying tho city with water. The promoters of 
this bill seem to bo taking matterB very easy | 
thuy havo quietly and stoadily gono on with 
their works, until they havo laid a main pipa 
from Spring Ridge to the corner of Fort street, 
and will soon be in a position lo supply the 
whole of Yalus street and Government street 
with water. So far, they have progressed 
without let or liindrunce.arid as no sound has 
been heard from the Company formed some 
time ago fur supplying the town with water 
from Elk Lake, ti o may assume that tho par- 
ties who have shown themselves to be earnest 
in their endeavors to supply tho town with 
pure water by undertaking the work so far 
on lLoir own responsibility, will have tho j 
field lo themselves. There, can he no reason 
that this Company, provided thoy are bound I 
down lo provide an ubuudant supply of water j 
for the ciiy, either from their present aourcn, I 
or from iho lakes, as with the increasing sizo 
of the city may be found necessary, should 
not bo granted an exclusive privilege for; a 
period ol live years. It is hardly w iae or de- 
sirable in u young city like our own to legis- 
late on n matter ol this kind, for i>o long u pe- 
riod as ten years. It may bo belter for ihe 
inhabitants thai thore should bo a monopoly 
granted, for if iho Company gut their 
churier they will bo put upon leniis 
to, supply Ihe water at a certain rale, 
whereas if they are not restricted thoy may, 
until any opposition company ii organized, 
charge rates which would be but a slight im- 
provement upon tho prosent system of pay- 
ing by tho bucket. It is very doubtful if the 
on lusty rules are obierT id, whether ihe 
Spring H'uigo Wuler W' .rlc Act can be pass- 
ed through tho House lius Session, and ina»- 
rnuoh as it is mosl desirable that tha status 
of Ihe company should be thoroughly known 
and established before Iho Bumpier season 
with its long droughts sets la upon as, it 
'might be desirable .hat similar assistance 
and facility should be given lo its speedy 
passage through the House, no to the ollior 
Bill.

PROORKS8 AND OOttDtTION OT TH« SITTLE- 
MENT. 

The missionary schooner Carolena, Capt, 
Petlerson, arrived on Saturday from Ihe 
missionary settlement al Metlakahtlaj which 
placo she left on tho 9lh iu-t., er lling at Fori 
Rupert on the 19lh init. Tho only veesel 
apoken was tho sloop Kingfisher, which was 
met in Milbank sound on I ha 13th inst., 
bound north. A schooner was seen on the 
same day, bound north. The Carolena 
brought ns passengers the Rev. Mr. Cun- 
ningham, Her. Mr. Good, of Nanaimo, Cupt. 
Waller and Ben. Spain, of the wrecked 
schooner Uoso Newman. She brings as 
freight n full ourgo, consisting of fish -oil, furs, 
Indian food, cypress planks, ic, prepared by 
Indians at the settlement. 

Mr. Cunningham has favored us with ihe 
following interesting description of the sta le 
of affairs nt the settlement. 

Mr. Duncan was it) good health when the 
schooner left, and everything going on 
prosperously. 

TUB CAROLENA RE— CHRISTENED. 

After the arrival of the Carolena, on her 
last Irip from Victoria, a meeting of all thoso 
inteiesled in the vossol was held, and aftor 
providing for tho expense of new nails and 
anchors, a dividend was declared by Mr. 
Huncan of fivo per cent upon each sharo. 
This somewhat puzrled the Indians, who 
imagined when tho money was given to them 
that llioy were parling with their iaterest in 
the vessel. As soon us tho ninttar was satis- 
factorily explained to them they at once gave 
her the appropriate namo ol tho Ahah ! or 
slave, signifying that she did all the work 
and the f reaped tho profit. 

Mr. Duncan is endeavoring by degrees to 
vest the entire ownership of tho vessel and 
profile of trads in his people. Hitherto the 
profits derived from his own share have been 
devoled la the interests of tho missioo. 

PROCEEDINGS ON NEW YEARS* DAY. 

On now yoars' day, after a devotional meet- 
ing, there was a busineis meeting utlended 
by thy whole settlement, when Mr. Duncan 
and Mr. Cunningham announced the ex- 
penditure of the Inst years' laxes, and read 
the village rules and regulations. An outline 
was also furnished of tho proposod expendi- 
ture for the current year, which met with 
general approvul. The climates included 
tho cost of two new market-houses, which 
are to be used as lodging houses for neigh- 
boring tribes when visiting tho settlement. 
Alsosnmo for clearing a tract ot ground for a 
park and play grounds, nnd for making now 
roadi. Immediately after tho mealing the 
tax of 32 50 (or a blanket) for adults, and 
SI fiO (or one shirt) for boys was paid. Somo 
leebla old men, who eould hnrdly walk, came 
tottering along with their blankets anxious 
to become good citizens, but were exempted 
from the levy. A number of new citizens 
were enrolled. 

DEATH AND FlINCRAI, OF A CHIEF. 

Lalo tho same day the village hod to 
moutn Ihe loss of an influential old ohiof, 
and consistent christian, named Semeon 
Keellahn, who died after a few days illness 
of erysipelas. On Ihe lollowing Sunday tho 
funeral ceremony took plsee, attended by all 
tho people of the village, numbering between 
009 and 600, who were all in mourning, ua 
fa' as crape or black material eould be pro 
cured. Tho remains wero brought to tho 
church and an exhortation delivered, when 
ihe mourning parly followed the corpse in 
canoes to the burial Island, where the burial 
service was read and lisloned lo wilh the 
mast profound altentioo. After the service 
wn concluded, a portion of tho constables 
fired a volley over the grave, which was 
responded to by another volley from tho 
constables on duty on flhore, and the firing 
of canon. 

TRADE AND OCCUPATION. 

Mr. Duncan has bion wirking hard to as- 
certain what his pnople's inclinations and 
abilities are, so as to class their occupation, 
and has iu a great mesBure succeeded. He 
has now a number at work, making shingles, 
building a new minion house, road-making, 
hunters, sawyers, Ao. Ho has also taught 
them to make clogs for themselves, which 
are much prized. 

PUNISHMENT OF TMANSGRKSSORS. 

Those who break tho laws are tried for the 
offonce, and il found guilty are sentenced to 
labor on public works. 

IHPROVEUENTS. 

The settlement is anuming quite an im- 
posing aspect. There are at present eight 
substantial bouses in the course of construc- 
tion, and many are enquiring for sites. 

THE VOLUNTEER CONSTA1I.ULARY. 

The constables, eightesn in number, (who 
are volunteers, and desire no pay) do their 
duly admirably, without fear, favor or preju- 
dice, and are held in awe by transgressors. 

ANXIETY TO RECLAIM. 

Il was truly encouraging to witness the 
many earnest entroatios made by the people 
of the village to Mr. Cunninghnm on leaving, 
to urge their friends in Victoria to flee from 
tho snares and vices which lead them astray 
here, and to return lo their homes. He is the 
bearer of several letters written by thomselves 
in English, and couohod in fervent language, 
beseeching relatives to return there, andjthus 
-avo both body and soul.which they say must 
bo inevitably and irrslriovnbly lost by their 
residing here. 

A VARIETY OF COMMISSIONS. 

No sooner had Mr. Cunningham announced 
that he was about to proceed to Victoria, and 
was prepared to receive orders to execute, 
than ho was besieged by the people with 
commissions lor every conceivable variety of 
goods, including even wall-paper and house- 
hold furniture to adorn their own residences. 

W«ATIIER. 

Mr. Cunninglum stales that the weather 
has been mild nud pleasant (or those lali 
tndes. Very liltle snow had fallen up to the 
tiuio of his departure. 

FEARFUL Accident. — Yesterday, while the 
Oner was towing the Princess Royal into the 
Straits, ono ol the seamon, a young appren 
lico, was sent aloft to loose the main-top 
gallant sail, and in doing so lost his balanco, 
and fell to the main deck wilh a fearful 
crash. Some of his shipmates immediately 
went to his assistance, waen it was found 
that some of bis bones hnd penetrated ihe 
deck, and these had lo be loosened with 
knives before ho could be moved. The un- 
fortunate lad was immediately put on hoard 
the Ottu, which left ths Princess Reyal, and 
on reaching Victoria ho was conveyed to the 
hospital, und medical assistance called lor. 
Dr. Dickson infoims us that it is one ol the 
worst cases be has yot experienced in Vic- 
toria, and but foint hopes aro entertained of 
tho young man's recovery. His right thigh 
is badly fractured, also tho left log below the 
knee, and his left arm. With all those serious 
injuries the untortunsta youth still preserves 
bis consciousness.

The Hon. H. Nind was sworn in by Judge 
Dogbie and took his seat. 

Tho Hon. Mr. Orr introduced a petition 
from merchants and others in tho inter ior, 
praying for the establishment of a Mounted 
Police. 

The Hon. J. Orr moved, seconded by Hon. 
II ilulbrook, That the Mining liill bo re- 
committed. Hon. I'. O'Reilly moved, sec- 
onded by Hon. H. M. Ball, That tho Mining 
Bill be read a thitd time. After connidcra- 
blo discussion the amend nent was oarried on 
the following division, by the Attorney-Gen- 
eral tisiug bis second vote: Yos ; Hons.

STEAM TRACTION ENOINE3, 
Wd are Borry to observe that tho Lcgisla 
tivo Couctl of British Columbia has not re- 
ceived very favorably the proposition of 
Messrs. JanioD, Green & Rhodes and Trutch 
to plooo steam tracliou engines on the wagon 
roads. At least ro we itltefprfll the report of 
the committee on tho scheme, which report 
was adopted by the Council, We can hardly 
expect that the projectors will enter into the 
undertaking wilhin the limited sphere 
proposed by theCounoil, viz: the road above 
the Junction, and saddled too, wilh Iho addi- 
tional incumbrance of assisting to keep the 
roads in repair, eo that tho action of the 
Council appears virtually to reject tho whole 
proposition. We would suggest to the gen- 
tlemen proposing this scheme, the idea of 
introducing it in this Island. Thero h« 
been a good deal of talk of a railroad to 
Esquimau — why not put on a number of th 
steam traction engines 7 They weuld an 
swer all the purposes of a railway, and would 
cost but a more fraction ol the expense of 
building the latter, as Ihey could run easily 
on the present road, if it were properly re- 
paired and new bridges built — which latter 
wo will require vory soon at any rate, as tho 
present enes are hardly safe for ordinary 
traffic. The following interesting article 
from tho London Review on the capabilities 
and usefulness of trnction engines, sho\wa how 
applicable they are to suck purposes »B re- 
quired in thoso eolonies : 

"Perhaps the oddest among the many]v*ry 
odd creatures found iu jAustrali* is Iho .ani- 
mal called the ornithorhynchuB, whioh ap- 
pears to bo a mixture of the duck, the beaver 
nnd the niolo : and the traction engine, con- 
structed according to tho ordor of the dock- 
yard authorities, and now at work there, is 
about as straiigo a raodley ol half-a-dozen 
macliiuos having apparently totally diverse 
functions. Independently of its tracliou 
— its main employment — it is fitted up as a 
steam derrick, as a fixed engino to lurn tho 
Blmfting iu the workshops, and as a cap.-tau 
to haul the ships about the docks; and finally, 
it is used us n vary powerful steam fire engine, 
capable of throwing a jet to the top of tho 
highest ship building sheds; iu short, it oau 
do anything, tho dockyard laborers declare, 
short of talking, and that it oan do, ufler its 
own fashion, with its steam whistle. 

When wo saw it at work it was removing 
n huge marine monster stored in tho doput. 
Il seemed a marvel how such a bulk of iron 
could be storied at all; but by the uso of 
tackles and blocks it was first hauled clear of 
others, aud then having boen lifted by jacks 
on to the travelling truck, tho engine moved 
off with its load— like an ant removiig a 
grain of corn ten times as big and heavy as 
itself— along the narrow tracks in and out 
the timbor and other impediments io ita way 
round tho various docks, without noise or frie- 
tion, the great load progressed until it finally 
reached its destination. Tho weight of boiler 
was about eight and twenty tons, which to- 
gether with that of the traik and engine 
made a total of forty-three tons; neverthe- 
less it went smoothly over tho yard aud iu 
conaequenco of ita broad wheels, made oven 
less mark upon the paving than would a 
ssore of atraiuing horses with their hoofs 
Hashing fire. 

one jobs. 

As au instance of Ihe odd jobs it is put to 
do, we moy mention that a particular balk of 
oaken limber being wanted from the middle 
of a slack, an immense number of laborers 
were told otl to haul it out. After many cl- 
forta, however, they gave it up, when thu on- 
line, happening; to pass on other work, the 
driver volunteered to got it out— a work done 
almost as speedily aa the pulling out of a 
doublo looth, an operation it somewhat re- 
somblad, inasmuch as the bnlk of timber was 
very irregular in furm,and must have required 
an awful lug lo extract it from Iho stack. — 
When any steamer requires any repairs to hor 
scrow, this handy jack of the yard goes down 
to the edge of the dock, tils up its derrick ap- 
pAraltis.and in a few minutes tho huge blades 
ol the screw are lifted on to Ihe quay wall. 
This kind of work is varied sometimes by un- 
loading timber from the ship's side, and tak- 
ing il to the slack ; or with her capstan head 
she lifts tho heavy chain cables from the holds 
olthe men-of-war ; and when the other la- 
borers have dono their work, and tho huge 
stationary engine of the yard is at rest for Iho 
day, the traction cngina comes up, plants her- 
self firmly in tho shop where motive power is 
required for ov»rwor;t,tho band is slipped over 
her driving drum, and immediately the whole 
machinery of a departmt nt is ac work. She 
is conalnntly thus omployed in the armor- 
plate shed, and in consequence of (ho Bmall 
expense at which she is worked, compared 
with the large stationary engine, nn immense 
saving accrues to the public service. 

tux knoink climuiko hills. 
Perhaps the most curioaa and interesting 
features of the traction engine is the arrange- 
ment by which ahe. is enabled to climb hills 
which horses with heavy louds ceuld nol at- 
tempt, and not only to climb but to descend 
with equal fscility. In order to accomplish 
this, the driving wheels uro filled wilh a 
mechanical arrangement which acta like a 
cat's claw, in seizing or taking firm hold of 
the ground. Theso talons are projected 
through the rim of tho wheel, and aro with- 
drawn with a feathering action liko lhat o( a 
paddle wheel the moment they act as an ob- 
struction ; they simulate, in facl, the sheath- 
ing action ol tho cat's claw, clearing tliom- 
Belves, at every rotation of the wheel, of tho 
cloggiDg Boil. The engine is capable of as- 
sendiug gradients as steep as ono in six, and 
it has several times been seen, to tho aston- 
ishment of the townspeople, conveying a 68 
pounder gun weighing 11') cwt. down the

Tho holiday le-stinties were entered into 
wilhaBpirit which shows how exceedingly 
fund Ihe Mormons are of all kinds of amuse- 
ments, indeed it seems to be a part of iheir 
roligion to bo merry and enjoy thomselves as 
much as possible, which article of tat t Is 
might with advantage Sjb introduced into 
oilier more "orthodox"' churcheB. On'Obrist 
mas eve a grand ball was given in Ihe city 
which was largely attended by officers anil 
ladies from Camp Douglas, and by many ol 
ths Mormon notables also. A stranger hu» 
no diffioulty in distinguishing tho Mormon 
portion of an assembly ol this kind, both from 
a certain pecularity ia dresa and the 'manner 
of dancing. None of your lauguid, listless 
movements in waltz or quadrille for these 
saintly dunoeis. They enter into the spirit 
uf the cxeiciso with evident determination to 
enjoy it to tho fullest, and the way the men's 
foot arc brought down upon the floor, and the 
way the Indies aro whirled about by thoir 
partners, is rather nmuaing lo ono who be- 
holds il for the firBt time. Old and young, in 
Ihe church and out, everybody in Mormon* 
dom seem to be pasaionatoly fond of dancing. 

(IIG THEATRE — SIOHMOX PATRIARCHS AKD TI1KIH 
MULTITUDINOUS WIVES BRIQUAM YOUNO. 

The thoalro is Ihe great pride of Salt Lake 
City, end a really fino building it is, unsur- 
passed, if equalled by any theatre in San 
Franoisco. What aeems to bo a novelty iu 
tho way of theatricals, tho whole establish- 
ment is owned by the church, and by the 
church patronized. To a Gentile itranger,iho 
assembled Mormon audience ia of far greater 
interest than any play upon tho stage. Tho 
first object ol attraction is tho great head ol 
Church and Slate, Brigham Young. He 
sometimes occupies his private box with bis 
last and of course favoiito wife, bill oftener 
sits in a conspicuous seat in tho parquette, 
where he cau view the multitude of his wives, 
who occupy that part of the thoatro irrever- 
ently known as " Brigham'a oorral." Among 
these wives may bo seon a very few rathjr 
protty faces, but they ull lack expression or 
soul. Some aro sad and dojecled looking, 
gome simply inanimate, but not one possess- 
ing anything like an animated or intellectual 
expression. 

CONDITION OF WOMEN IN AND OUT OF THE IU- 
RZM. 

In a seat near Brigham is a noted bishop, 
in company with four of his wives. Ths bi- 
shop takes tho inside seat, leaving the four 
ladies outside— as body-guard, probably, in 
caso of danger. Ho has his hat on too. These 
Mormon dignitaries never uncover Iheir heads 
iu the presenco of the insignificanl part of 
creation. This custom looks somowhut strange 
to our GoDtile eyefl ; but the Mormon ladies 
do not appear to expect much politeness from 
iheir lords, and most of thorn express them 
solves perfectly contented with their lot, be- 
hoving it the only one sanctioned by the 
laws of God. To be tho fourth, sii!h,»r tenth 
wife of a bishop or nn elder, seems to be the 
highest ambition <d a largo portion ol the 
young women. I heard one jay tho oilier 
day, she would not huvea man for a husband 
that she did not consider worthy of more wives 
than herself ! There are, however, excep- 
tions to Ibis, and no doubt many of the youn^j 
girls would remain single forever, were they 
not compelled to marry the men selected by 
the church for their husbands. The church 
controls everything, and to tho church must 
everything submit, or be, according In its 
great decree, ferever damned. Occasionally 
a lair saint rebels, pod refuses lo accept ths 
partner provided for her. In such a case, a 
girl must posBeea cxlraordiiiary firmness of 
character, or finally yield to her fate. An 
olfioer not long since asked a young lady why 
she did not many, and wilh an expression of 
scorn she replied, " I've hud a chance to go 
in third, but I want a husband all lo myself." 
This '• going in" third, fourth, or fifth, is a 
common expression among the women. Even 
they seem to feci that marriagt is not the 
word to uso for such partnerships. The lair 
saints have a holy horror of soldiers. They 
are taught to believe that Ihe California Vo- 
lunteers make it their chief business in life to 
go about seeking whom they may devour, so 
tho sisters, having a wholesome fear of being 
" gobbled up," keep at a respectful distance. 
Not a few, howevor, have deserted their 
churoh teaohingi, and have dared to take 
some of these terrible aoldiors by the hand for 
a life-long journey. 

SUI-EHSriTIOL'S BELIEF. 

The Mormons aro exceedinglysuperstitious 
They have the firmest belief in dreams, say- 
ings and visions. If a brother losea a cow, 
he makes no effort to recover the animal uptil 
ho has either dreamed over his misfortuno er 
sought tho advice of some fortune teller. 
Even young children aspiro to the gift of 
second sight, and some ate devoted entirely 
to the business of foretelling events —grown- 
up people coming to consult Ihem on every 
oecasion of importance.

However, the extraordi^ 
nary handinesJ and compactness of ibis now 
power tho ability to turn the power to any 
kind of word nnd tho ease with which it is 
guided by the aid of the atoorage wheel, w ill, 
wilhoutnny measure of doubt, render it the 
indisponsiblH companion or man wlieroYer 
great works aro in progress of mighty engines 
havo to be lifted and aonveyod Irom place to 
place in tho ordinary course- ol ihe day's 
work. To tho nrsonnl and dockyard the en- 
gine now at work ihere is invaluable, and Iho 
cost has been so much Ices than horso power 
that two teams havo already been dispensed 
wi|ti. In Iho old days ol horse traction il, 
was a common thing to s«o skilled hands 
earning live abiJUngl a day, employed at mere 
Inboier's works In certain emergencies, for 
want of a full supply of traction power; now 
all this is saved by tho over ready power ol 
tl)ja innnagable moaater, which piomires to 
become tho boiitinqn drudgo of ipaq if) every 
Held of exertion vrboro giganlio powers havo 
to bo eallod Into action."
